Plants, animate e-aa. birds of th« 


Bible have been made 'the subject of 
= 


a special exhibition In the natural his- : 
tory department of the British muse- 
um. Amoag the striking bits of infor- 
mation contained in this work are the 
following: 
The common fowl is not 


mentioned in the old testament, and 
was probably introduced into Pales- 
tine after the Roman conquest. The 
"unicorn" of the old testament was 
probably the Syrian aurochs, now ex- 
tinct. That the "behemoth" was not 
the hippopotamus is believed probable 
because of the fact that there is no 
record of the latter animal in Syria 
or Palestine in historical times. The 
"tares" of the Bible were darnel grass- 
es, whose eeeds are poisonous; the 
"rose'' was probably the narcissus, 
while the "lily" was the poppy anem- 
one.
